The following points were 
provided for ay future guidance. 

a Pay should be given for what the man does and not pay 
based* upon what he was paid for another job. 

b. Payment for a package or the preparation of a paper 
is considered ideal but once a monthly or annual salary could 
be set the individual could be paid on an hourly basis if this 

was preferred, 

c. If possible the product should be carefully defined 
and a fair price determined for the product. 

d. Consideration should be given for the complexity of 
the subject with some increase in pay given for the more 
complicated papers. 
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e . We should consider raising or lowering the $1,000 
figure depending upon the availability of material and the 
degree of difficulty imposed thereby upon the researcher. 

4. Historians in the 0.5. Government are paid between GS-10 
and GS-12 salaries , usually between $10,000 and $13,500. CP® 
considers that $12,000 therefore should probably be considered 
as a maximum payment with reductions dependent upon the above 
figures and the amount of the retirement annuity the individual 
is receiving. 
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
